J. Norman Leach of Richmond 
Heights, an appraiser for the 
Missouri Highway Department, 
resigned under fire yesterday 
after investigation by the Post- 
Dispatch and the highway de- 
partment disclosed that he had 
engaged in speculative land deals 
adjacent. to projected highway 
developments. 


Robert L. Hyder, chief coun- 
sel for the highway department 
and head of its right-of-way di- 
vision, said he confronted Leach 
yesterday with information fur- 
nished by the newspaper and 
by agents of the highway depart- 
ment. 


Hyder said he pointed out to 
the appraiser at the depart- 
ment’s Kirkwood office that de- 
partment rules prohibit agents 
from buying property for specu- 
lation. 

Told of Plans for Home. 


“Leach had been under inves- 
tigation after reports that he 
had purchased 26 acres near old 
Highway 66 near the Diamonds 
and Villa Ridge,’’ Hyder told the 
Post-Dispatch. ‘Leach insisted 
he bought the property for a 
home site, and had plans for a 
home. He was not working on 
the old 66 right of way, but was 
the department agent on nearby 
Interstate Highway 44 and U.S. 
50. We learned later that he sold 
part of the 26 acres.’’ 


Hyder said Leach admitted 
that he had purchased 40 acres 
in Warren county on Route EE, 
which is to be improved. He 
bought the acreage from George 
H. Killoran in September 1957 
in his own name and that of his 
wife, Madeleine, records at War- 
renton show. 

“Leach was the right-of-way 
agent for the Route EE project 
when he bought the Killoran 
land,” Hyder said, 

The Franklin county property 
near Villa Ridge was bought by 
Leach in October 1958 from Wil- 
liam Unnerstall. The price was 
reported to have been $3500. 
Leach also bought 1.73 acres in 
the Highway 66 area from Mrs. 
Mathilda Williams, of Union, 
placing it in the name of himself 
and Mrs. Leach, the Post-Dis- 
patch learned. 

Permitted to Resign. 

After the discussion of his 
right-of-way deals, Leach asked 
if he would be permitted to re- 
sign “to save the department 
embarrassment,” Hyder said. 
Informed that his resignation 
would be accepted forthwith, 
Leach resig..ed. Leach joined 
the highway department in 1956, 
after moving to St. Louis county 


from Unionville, Mo. His salary | 


was $4500 a year. 

He was granted a license as 
a real estate salesman in Aug- 
ust 1960, operating from his home 
at 1103A Edward terrace, Rich- 
mond Heights. The Post-Dispatch

They said the limited progress 
in the discussions gives grounds 
for neither optimism nor pes- 
simism,

President Kennedy is expected 
to ask Gromyko a number of 
questions about the Russian po- 
sition, and to send renewed word 
to Khrushchev of Western de- 
termination not to yield in Ber- 
lin. 

Gromyko, who has been at- 
tending the opening United Na- 
tions sessions, plans to return to 
Moscow Surday. 


United States officials will 
watch closely what Khrushchev 
says in what is expected to be 
a major policy speech at the 
Communist party congress start- 
ing in Moscow Oct 17. 

The United States Ambassador 
to Moscow, Llewellyn Thompson, 
arriving here tomorrow for con- 
sultations, will return to the 
Soviet capital by the opening 
of the party congress and also 
will be available to continue 
the exploratory talks started by 
Rusk. 


Rusk’s Difficulties. 

Rusk’s preblems in determin- 
ing what the Allies can agree to 
negotiate on underlined the dif- 
ficulties in working toward a 
peaceful Berlin settlement.

istence because its breeds apathy 
and frustration. | 

Dr. Grayson Kirk, president of 
Columbia University, said an es- 
tablished society which has be- 
come rich, content and complex 
“does not generate the drive” of 
@ rising society which has new 
and clearer goals. 

Even a New Frontier in Amer- 
ica, he said, is not as appealing 
as that of a rising society with a 
“whole world of new goals to ac- 
complish,” generating drive, en- 
ergy and enthusiasm in striving 
to improve and gain momentum. 

Kirk, keynoting a Duke Uni- 
versity international symposium 
on “The Commonwealth of Chil- 
dren,” warned that the mere 
awareness of the nature and 
complexity of a society can lead 
to apathy, over-simplification of 
answers, dangerous doctrines 
and frustration. 

He said parents and educators 
may not recognize the danger in 
the apathy and sense of helpless- 
ness that may overcome an indi- 
vidual in such a society, causing 
him to “‘lose interest in trying to 
understand the factors which 
control his life. 

“The zest for freedom may be 
lost.” 

Further, he added, there is 
the danger that the person who 


“tries to rise out” may then “be 
seduced by men who propose 
overly simple answers,”’ the .ech- | 
nique of scapegoat and slogan 
which Hitler used and which | 


Communism uses. 


Kirk told the symposium that |. 


“with proper leadership and 
guidance, awareness can lead to 
understanding and action.” | 

He opened the five-day sym- 
posium last night, calling chil- 
dren “the greatest common- 
wealth of our nation.” 

“Our greatest obligation is to 
prepare them to deal effectively 
with their world—the world in 
which they will live,” he said. | 
Kirk added that it would be a 
mistake to prepare children for 
“the world we have known” or 
“the world we would like to 
have them live in.” |

Done by Unqualified Surgeons

CHICAGO, Oct. 5—The Ameri- 
can College of Surgeons plans to 
disclose soon the details of a 
survey which is reported to show 
that about half the operations 
performed in American hospitals 
are done by unqualified persons. 

This was disclosed here yes- 
terday by Dr. Robert S. Myers, 
the executive assistant director 
of the college 

Dr. Myers charged also that 
fee-splitting was as prevalent 
as ever and that a recent policy 
statement adopted by the Ameri- 
can Medical Association repre- 
sented ‘‘an unfortunate retreat 
from .the association's former 
position” against that practice. 

Dr. Myers made his remarks 
at a luncheon of the Nationa! 
Association of Science Writers. 
Some of its members are attend- 
ing the college’s forty-seventh 
clinical congress here. 

The surgery survey, which is 
to be made public in two weeks, 
was made under auspices of the 
American College of Surgeons, 
the American College of Physi- 
cians and the American Hospital! 
Association. It constitutes an as- 
sessment of the credentials of 
doctors who performed six kinds 
of operations at 35 hospitals in 
seven states, Dr. Myers said. | 

In general, the results show 
that the proportion of surgery 
done by unqualified persons is 
greatest in small hospitals and 
increases steadily as the size of 
the hospital decreases below the 
200-bed level, he said. 


Dr. Myers defined as unquali- 
fied one who did not have the 
training that would make him 
eligible for certification by the 
college, the American Board of 
Surgery or the American College 
of Obstetrics and Gynecology. 

With Dr. Myers at the meeting 
was Dr. Paul R. Hawley, for- 
mer director of the college, who 
made similar charges at a New 
York dinner of the Group Health | 
Institute on May 27, 1959. 

At that time, Dr. Hawley de- 
clared that half of his practice 
was devoted to correcting. bad 
surgery performed by unqualified 
physicians. 

Dr. Myers said that the survey 
indicated that the greatest 
amount of surgery by unqualified 
physicians was in the category 
of so-called minor operations. 

“But,” he said, “there is no 
such thing as ‘minor’ surgery: 
there are minor surgeons.”

KENNEDY SIGNS BILL TO GIVE

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5 (AP)— 
President Kennedy signed legis-

HOFFA TO ADDRESS Old Painting Bought for $2.80

NEW YORK, Oct. 5—James R. 
floffa, president of the Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Teamsters, 
has been invited to address the 
convention of the Transport 
Workers Union tomorrow. 

When he mounts the platform 
at the Roosevelt Hotel, it will 
be his first appearance at any 
convention of an affiliate of the 
AFL-CIO since his union was 
expelled from the merged labor 
movement in 1957 for corruption. 

Hoffa’s speech to the Transport 


Union is regarded as additional- | 


ly significant by labor observers 
because of its timing. It will 
take place just a few days before 
and a few blocks from — the 
meeting next- week of the AFL- 
C10’s powerful 29-man executive 
council at the Commodore Hotel. 

Reportedly one of the items on 
the council’s agenda is a plan 
to fight off attacks on the AFL- 
C1O by the Teamsters. This dis- 
cussion may be broadened to 
include ways to offset an appar- 
ent rise in sentiment 
AFL-CIO affiliates to readmit 
the Teamsters to the united 
labor organization. 

Michal J. Quill, president of 
the transport union, is a recent 
convert to the let’s-be-friends- 
with-Hoffa movement. His critics 
have suggested that his adher- 
ence to this school of thought 
was conditioned more by a desire 
to publicize his convention than 
by conviction. In any event, the 
invitation to the Teamster leader 
was not originally in the conven- 
tion plans and developed out of a 
suggestion to Quill by a news- 
paper reporter that he ask Hoffa 
to talk. 

Although Hoffa has never be- 
fore addressed a convention of 
an AFL-CIO affiliate, several 
leaders of unions within the 
AFL-CIO fold have addressed 
Teamster conventions. 

Last July, for example, four 
union presidents spoke at the 
meeting in Bal Harbour, Fila.

A Conscientious Objector 

The Washington (D.C.) Evening 
Star of Sept. 27 published a news 
report that Ted Sorensen, age 33, 
executive counsel to President Ken- 
nedy, was classified by the Ne- 
braska Draft Board on Dec. 31, 
1948, as a “conscientious objector’ 
available only for non-combatant 
military service. 

On Jan. 8, 1952, as a “‘conscien- 
tious objector” he again escaped 
military service. 

On Feb. 4, 1952, he again took a 
physical, and was reclassified 4-F 
physically unfit because of a tumor 
removal from behind his ear. As 
a result, he did not serve in the 
armed forces in the Korean War. 

Since Mr. Sorensen is an objector 
because of his conscience, I am 
wondering what effect his pacifism 
has had on the President’s thinking 
during the recent past, and even 
now during the Berlin crisis. It is 
my thought that Mr. Sorensen does 
not understand that the liberty he 
has inherited at the sacrifice of 
those in the past, can be lost dur- 
ing the present by his “‘conscien- 
tious objections” to serving in the 
armed forces. 

I am wondering what would have 
happened if the 2000 Missouri Air 
National Guardsmen who were re- 
called to duty the other day had 
declined to report because of ‘‘con- 
scientious objections” against be- 
ing separated from their families, 
jobs, and their more familiar ways 
of living.

Senator Goldwater started it 
when he rose in the Senate to “wonder” what 
the parents of American boys in military 
service think about the fact that one of the 
President’s close advisers has not served in 
the armed forces, and was once classified as 
a conscientious objector to combat duty. 

Neither Senator Goldwater nor anybody 
else is really “wondering,” of course. This 
is just an old formula for spreading the poison 
of hatred and suspicion that traditionally ex- 
ists between servicemen and civilians. The 
purpose of the Senator’s “wondering” was to 
suggest that the Kennedy Administration is 
“soft,” that any efforts it may make toward 
peace are the result of an unmanly pacifism, 
that its leaders lack patriotism or a sense 
of duty. 

te “ ~ 

In 1948, at the age of 20, Mr. Sorensen was 
indeed classified in the draft as 1-AO, mean- 
ing that he stood ready to serve in the armed 
forces as a noncombatant (for example, in the 
medical corps) but not as a combatant. In 
1950, having married, he was reclassified 3-A. 
In January 1952, because he had no children, 
he was switched back to 1-AO, When he un- 
derwent an operation for a tumor he became 
4-F. When he became a father, his classifi- 
cation again became 3-A. The Nebraska di- 
rector of Selective Service says Mr. Sorensen 
never tried to avoid military service, and he 
wishes the records of other eligible men were 
as good. 

Such are the facts and they are all irrele- 
vant to any rational verdict on the Kennedy 
Administration. If the judgment and courage 
of the Administration are to be measured by 
past military records, then the most pertinent 
past to be consulted would be that of Presi- 
dent Kennedy himself—and his is the record 
of a military hero. Also, it can be persuasive- 
ly argued that a young man conscientiously 
opposed to combat duty requires a high order 
of courage to declare his nonconformity, and 
accept a classification which so many of his 
fellow citizens regard as opprobrious. 

But these considerations are beside the 
point. What matters is what President Ken- 
nedy, his Administration, Mr. Sorensen, do 
and say and believe in the urgent present. 
They should be judged, not by epithets or 
slurs on their patriotism, but by their ideas 
and their deeds. They should be tested by 
performance, not by dim resentments and 
prejudice. 

~ x . 

In less tense times than these, Mr. Soren- 
sen’s past draft status could not excite so 
much interest. The fear and frustration of 
the world struggle, like wars and depressions 
and other causes of social stress, drive reason 
into hiding. Yet the familiarity of the pattern 
only emphasizes the magnitude of the task 
before the American people if they are to 
face with cool heads and calm hearts the 
rigors of what will be, if nuclear war is 
avoided, a long contest. 

In such a contest, we simply cannot afford 
blind irrationality and irrelevant suspicions. 
We cannot afford the bully-boy mentality 
which views any effort toward peaceful ac- 
commodation as cowardice. We cannot afford 
to make crucial national decisions by vaguely 
felt emotional response instead of a clear 
evaluation of the true national interest. Noth- 
ing less than the best that is in us will be 
adequate to the demands of a world shadowed 
by nuclear destruction. 


Good Rifle in Short Supply 

The Army’s new M-14 rifle, which it has 
taken 16 years to develop, test and produce, is 
far superior to the Garand of World War II 
that it replaces. The M-14 was adopted four 
years ago but the Army admitted to Congres- 
sional investigators several months ago that 
it was 50 per cent behind schedule in re-arm- 
ing. Now an investigating committee headed 
by Senator Stennis reports that all our combat 
troops in Europe have been equipped with 
the M-14. 

This announcement marks commendable 
progress, but a big job of re-equipment re- 
mains to be done. It is unlikely that many 
more than 75 per cent of the 233,000 Ameri- 
can troops in Europe are assigned as combat 
troops. It is known that far less than a third 
of the Army was equipped with the M-14 last 
July. It also is known that the Army and 
contracting rifle manufacturers have been 
blaming each other for the slow rate of pro- 
duction. The boggle over the M-14 is doubly 
serious in a time when we are overstocked 
with atomic bombs and lacking in capacity 
for conventional warfare. 

_It is no wonder that the Stennis Committee 
finds both Army and contractors at fault, 


French Dread and Frustration 

Futility struggles against fear in most 
French parliamentarians. Before they reas- 
sembled this week, President De Gaulle “dis- 
continued” the extraordinary powers he as- 
sumed last April; but he said at the same 
time that “in case of public danger,” he 
would resume full personal authority. Since 
the constitution of the Fifth Republic leaves 
little enough to parliament, another shrinking 
of this bit of authority is bound to be frustrat- 
ing. Yet except for the rightist fringe in 
Algeria, the politicians fear to assert them- 
selves against the General. 

They are bound to nod when he reminds 
them of “the brink on which the country and 
the republic were tottering three years ago,” 
and then adds that if the old regime were re- 
stored, “the extreme political factions would 
soon engulf them and destroy the country.” 
This fear affects all French decisions. 

The dissidents in Algeria blew up another 
television transmitter just before De Gaulle 
went on the air. They also staged a 30-min- 
ute protest strike. On the whole, however, 
the army takes orders from De Gaulle. Thus 
he has been able to back down moderately in 
Bizerte and in other ways to make conditions 
somewhat more favorable for a resumption 
of the twice interrupted Algerian peace talks. 
Could any other Frenchman have carried 
matters even this far without inducing Gen. 
Salan and his followers to precipitate civil 
war’ 

Experienced politi like Socialist Guy 
Mollet and Radical Pierre Mendes-France 
agree on the danger of a coup, but they also 
accuse De Gaulle of making France vulner- 
able to it by separating the government from 
the people. He may say that both had their 
turn in the premier’s seat and that they 
failed to get France out of its troubles. They 
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can reply that the Fourth Republic with its 
wide dispersion and dilution of power left 


them as helpless as does De Gaulle’s assump- ° 


tion of virtually all power. 

Yet frustrated as they may be, even these 
two do not seem intent on a reassertion of 
parliamentary power at this time. Their words 
are rather a warning that De Gaulle had bet- 
ter use his power—especially in Algeria— 
while he is able to do so. 


Bi-State As a Frame 

Gov. Otto Kerner of Illinois has pledged to 
support creation of a council of all govern- 
mental agencies in Metropolitan St. Louis, 
Such a body would act to increase co-operation 
among various units of local government on 
both sides of the Mississippi, and no doubt a 
great deal more co-operation at this level 
would be a good thing. 

Fortunately for the future of the area, 
a ready frame for co-operation and effective 
action on a metropolitan basis already is in 
place, the joint creation of the Missouri and 
Illinois legislatures. That is the Bi-State De- 
velopment Agency, whose effort to tackle the 
transit problem throughout the whole metro- 
politan area has elicited Gov. Kerner’s ap- 
plause. 

Transit, in fact, provides a perfect labora- 
tory demonstration of co-operative action 
within the framework of the Bi-State Agency. 
Bi-State took the position it would move into 
the mass transit picture only if its decision 
were supported by local government and if 
it were economically feasible to buy out the 
15 private bus lines now operating in the 
area. It asked St. Louis, St. Louis county, 
East St. Louis, Belleville, Granite City and 
Alton to co-operate to the extent of raising 
$100,000 necessary to finance appraisals of 
the private companies preliminary to a nego- 
tiated purchase. The response to date sug- 
gests that the local governments not only will 
co-operate; they will put up their money as 
well. 

Bi-State has the ability to tackle many 
metropolitan problems even without the co- 
operation of local government. A _ council 
such as Gov. Kerner proposes could be useful 
in studying area problems and promoting 
co-operation of all government units in solv- 
ing them. But Bi-State as an action agency 
can tackle immediate needs, such as transit, 
in practical terms. It should be strengthened, 
and regarded as the main framework for 
metropolitan action on matters of bi-state 
concern. 


Sign of the Horse and Mallet 

Ever alert for new status symbols, we were 
naturally pleased the other day to find in the 
mail an invitation to become an honorary 
member of a polo club in Westchester County, 
New York. The aim of the club is to make 
America more polo-minded. The ability to 
ride a horse is not necessary. Payment of a 
ridiculously small fee (for membership in a 
polo club) entitles the new honorary member 
to the following: A club emblem to put on the 
windshield of his automobile, a plaque for 
his auto license plate (simulated bronze), a 
membership card, a lapel pin, a diploma suit- 
able for framing, and free admittance to the 
polo matches if the member happens to be 
in Westchester County any Sunday between 
June and October. 

Polo is the most ancient game with stick 
and ball; it gets its name from the Tibetan 
word for ball, pulu. There are more polo 
players .in the United States than ever be- 
fore, it seems, and more interested spectators. 
Just a few years ago it appeared the horse 
had been done in by the motor vehicle, but 
the rise of interest in polo is another sign 
that it is staging a comeback. A few hundred 
thousand windshield stickers might bring it 
along at a gallop. 


Turning Point for Youth 

In selecting an area of high juvenile delin- 
quency in St. Louis for its research demon- 
stration program in trying to reach hard-to- 
reach juveniles, the Metropolitan Youth Com- 
mission has courageously chosen to tackle the 
problem at its toughest. The area selected is 
within the Seventh Ward and is the Third 
Police District of South St. Louis. In age 
group as well as in area, the street workers 
of the research program, which is just being 
put into practice after a period of training, 
are making it as difficult for themselves as 
possible. The youths sought to be drawn into 
the program are 14 to 18, the ages at which 
contact between juveniles and agencies seek- 
ing to help them is most often lost. These 
are the ages, too, at which the course of 
juveniles into useful or delinquent lives may 
finally be determined. 

Perhaps the hardest part of this over-all 
hard job will be the establishment of contact 
and the first awakening of interest on the 
part of these young people. Once they have 
begun to participate it should be relatively 
easy for them to see the advantage in direct- 
ing their lives toward a hopeful future rather 
than one which can only end in personal 
tragedy. -The opportunity will be available 
to only a few, for this is a pilot program, 
which can hope to reach at the most only 
about 45. 

For all of them it will be an opportunity 
not lightly to be passed by. For many, if not 
for most, it may be the only such opportunity 
of their lifetimes. The personal histories of 
wasted young lives usually have in common 
one sad and lonely theme—no one ever really 
took an interest in them. Here is someone 
willing and eager to take an interest—and 
equipped to do something about it. More 
than one youth who accepts the helping 
hand that is offered to him now may look 
back to his acceptance of it, in years to come, 
as the turning point in his life. 


But It Has a Name 

There seems to be a bit of confusion and 
some perturbation about the name of the 
riverfront arch. Suggestions are being made, 
and some of them might be considered—if the 
arch had not already been named most suit- 
ably, the Gateway Arch. In fact, the name 
came to Eero Saarinen’s mind even before 
the concept of the arch. He was seeking an 
appropriate symbol of what the riverfront 
park commemorates—the role of St. Louis in 
the westward expansion of the nation. He 
hit upon “the Gateway of the West,” and 
then sketched the arch as a symbolic door or 
gate through which the “mover-wagons” made 
their way from the Mississippi to the Oregon 
country. To change that name would be to 
make the arch something other than a re- 
minder of the nation’s expansion.

Anyone—and he is legion—who knew 
Raymond Clapper, the newspaper man, 
reporter, war correspondent and col- 
umnist, who was killed in the western 
Pacific near the end of World War II, 
will instantly recognize that sturdy, 
hard-working, incorruptible man who 
dominates the pages of this lively auto- 
biography. 

And those who know Olive Clapper, 
the courageous and devoted wife and 
widow, will cheer at the job she has 
done in this book.

N GREAT BRITAIN AS WELL AS in West Germany a great 
debate is going on which will lead to a momentous decision. 


Both debates are about the future. 


The British debate arose out 
of the decision of the govern 
ment to apply for membership 
in the Common Market of the 
six West Euro- 
pean continen- 
tal countries. 
The issue be- 
fore the British 
is whether they 
can. enter the 
Common Mar- 
ket on terms 
which will not 
cause a more 
or less rapid 
dissolution of 
the Common- 
wealth. 

The West German debate 
arises out of the fact that the 
old dual and contradictory for- 
mula of the Adenauer-Dulles 
era — integration with Western 
Europe combined with reunifi- 
cation with East Germany—has 
collapsed. 

These two parallel crises are 
related in that for both countries 
the issue is whether to give 
paramount priority to economic 
and political union with Western 
Europe.

It is not an accident, and it 
is not a mere coincidence, that 
these two crises have come at 
the same time. Europe, west 
of the Iron Curtain, is now en- 
gaged in adjusting itself to the 
preat historic consequences of 
the second World War.

said today that the neutral Su- 
dan will recognize neither the 
secession of Syria from the 
United Arab Republic nor the 
division of Germany—unless the 
peoples of those countries accept 
the actions.

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GLASGOW FIRM WINS

by the Government for $81,631 in 
additional federal income taxes

A decision issued by Judge J. 
Gregory Bruce reduced the In- 
ternal Revenue Service’s claim 
for taxes from the Glasgow con- 
cern from $59,851 to $24,140. 

The balance of the original 
claim, amounting to $21,780 and 
sought from Wilson and his wife, 
was lowered to $4076.

Delegates Give 
Opinions at 
Congress on 


Better Living

THE 6 WOMEN DELE- 
GATES to the fifth annual Con- 
gress on Better Living, re- 
cently voiced their opinions on 
marketing habits (their own and 
their husbands’), cooking and 
diets. Most of their comments 
showed a heartening move in 
the right direction of sound eat- 
ing practices, 

All of the delegates indicated 
their meal-planning and cooking 
habits were changing. They do 
more broiling and less frying of 
foods; some are serving fewer 
desserts, are trying to cut out 
the between-meals snacks and 
give their families more fresh 
vegetables, Most husbands are 
going along uncomplainingly 
with the change, although a few 
of the women said they caught 
their spouses cheating on the 
snacks and sweets. 

The big breakfast is making a 
comeback, they report, because 
the family is more apt to be to- 
gether for that meal. 

What happens when the man 
of the house does the marketing? 
Comments ranged from ‘‘He is 
very efficient and knows values 
better than I do,” to “He. goes 
on a spree with my grocery 
money.” 

Most frequent complaint was 
the husband’s free hand with the 
food dollar. Many of the dele- 
gates agreed that he gets more 
expensive cuts of meat and buys 
exotic cheeses; also, caviar and 
anchovies are among the popu- 
lar husband-bought items. 

When it comes to food shop- 
ping, women like supermarkets 
for the one-stop shopping, the 
convenience and the background 
music. They object to long check- 
out lines, bags that split when 
full of groceries and cans piled 
high. 

Small local stores still are pop- 
ular because of the personal 
touch, home delivery, fast serv- 
ice and (now here’s the woman’s 
touch for sure) the opportunity 
to meet friends there and ex- 
change the latest gossip. 

Labels on packages, they re- 
port, are helpful and interesting 
—but when it comes to meat, 
they depend upon the reputation 
of the store and the butcher. 

The women say they like to 
cook and take great pride in 
their cooking ability. They like 
the convenience and variety of 
package ...ixes, but enjoy creat- 
ing foods themselves. 

This last remark is one which 
fs stressed over and over again 
in surveys; it seems to be one 
of the outstanding trends of the 
decade. Start with a convenience 
food—then do something extra 
with it to satisfy that creative 
urge and make the finished dish 
one’s “very own.”

Morse Code Men, 
A Vanishing Breed 


THE NOBLE TRADITION of the sea is women and chil- 
‘dren first, in the lifeboats, and the captain last, treading 
water on the bridge. The tradition makes sense; going down 
with the ship is easier on the captain than explaining to the 
owners why he didn’t make 
a left turn at the iceberg. 

The sea hero I do not 
understand is the wireless 
operator, up to his ears 
in the flooding radio shack 
and sending SOS messages 
until the telegraph key 
floats out of reach. Mean- 
while, on the bridge, the 
ham captain had a few 
more minutes to take his 
bows. 

1 do not know a sea- 
going Morse telegrapher 
but I have known a num- 
ber of landlocked ones and 
they had the character to 
be heroes at sea. They 
were proud of their craft, 
and devoted to duty, and 
slightly dit-dah-dit in the 
head from long years of 
living with the rhythm of 
Morse code. All of them are Western Union men now, al- 
though some were Postal Telegraph before Postal! quit fighting 
and Western Union took over. If a reporter's copy were 
clean—meaning neat—the great telegraphers could clear 1500 
to 2000 words an hour. The company expected any of them 
to send 1000 words an hour.

A telegrapher had two prides, the telegraph key 
he carried in a small box, and the skill in his hand. 
Some carried the case as proudly as an interne with 
his first black bag and they all handled the key as an 
instrument Stradivarius had presented them, with his 
compliments. 


I'm using the past tense on telegraphers because it applies 
better than the present tense. Western Union, once the haven 
of real craftsmen with a telegraph key, hasn’t trained men 
in sending and receiving Morse since the late 1930s. The 
artists are leaving, squeezed out by mortality and 
mandatory retirement at age 70. 

“I don’t know how many Morse men the company has 
vationally,” said Harry Vermillion of Western Union here. 
“I might make a measuring stick of what we’ve got here 


Morse 


though. We have 160 operators and only nine of them can 
do Morse, and they’ll all be retired within the next several 
years.” 


The teletype came into the telegraph business in 
1927 and the Morse mer were hit both high and low, 
in their pride and in the purse. They had to become 
typists on the side, a sorry come-down from playing 
the delicate Morse key by ear. They lost money be- 
cause the company had paid a telegrapher $100 every 
time he turned out an acceptable new man. Now there 
is something called the XTR, a transmitter. The tele- 
graphers call it The Iron Horse, and not without some 
respect, because it gallops on and on, untiring and 
uncomplaining and uncolorful. 


Bill Sulzer has been a Western Union man 50 years. He 
remembers when a man could work his way around the 
country, or the world if he felt that restless, sending Morse. 
The trade called a tramp telegrapher a floater, or a boomer, 
end the companies wouldn’t hire a known boomer. The 
boomer’s defense was to give distant references and by the 
time word came back, “Throw the bum out,” the boomer 
probably had his stake and was gone. 


The railroads still have some call for Morse men but an 
old-school telegrapher said, “‘They can send—but they can’t 
receive.” 

He sighed, and I don’t blame him. Who really wants to 
go down with the ship?

TWELVE MONTHS OF SCHOOL? It’s the taxpayers’ 
dream. Get year-around mileage out of the schools we have. 
they urge, instead of building more. And it might work. It is 
altogether possible that our great need is not more classrooms, 
but better, more intelligent use of the classrooms we have. 
After all, why should schvol buildings which cost many thou- 
sands, often millions, of dollars lie tallow three months out 
of the year? Ditto, teachers. . It costs $30,000 to produce a 
teacher, counting the cost of education, kindergarten through 
teacher’s college. Should such talents be wasted three months 


oi the year, when we need to speed up education in this time 
of crisis? 


How about your own children? Would they profit 
from a 12-month schoo] program? Perhaps study and 
work should be alternated on a year-around plan for 
them. These questions are in the limelight as we plan 
ahead to educate our youth. 


We all want the “best” for our sons and daughters but 
sometimes we forget to add two important words: ‘for them.”’ 

High school education now is geared to prepare students 
for college. Is, college the best for all of these students? 
Of course not. Maybe a combination of school and work ex- 
perience in which a portion of the school attends class while 
the rest gain practical experience in jobs would keep our 
Classrooms in use the year around and best serve our youth. 

Too often youngsters bored with school just sit and tune 
out the teacher. Don’t think they don’t. We teachers know 
they do. They would be better off working profitably with 
their hands and heads. And other students in the class would 
profit by their absence. 


Our high school system, with its emphasis on sub- 
ject matter, was devised at the turn of the century 
when students fortunate enough to get into high school 
confidently expected to go on to college. Not any more. 
Many of our high school students will not get to col- 
lege. They are financially, physically or perhaps 
mentally or emotionally not college material. Let’s 
give them all the help we can in making a good life 
for themselves. Let’s devise something better for 
them than stuffing classroom-type education down 
their throats—or into their ears.

NEW YORK. Oct. 5. 

A TRANSATLANTIC traveler 
was waiting idly in the Paris air- 
port to take off for New York 
when he was approached by a 
tall, tremendously pretty, pink 
cheeked woman with pale mauve 
hair. “You -must take this 
through for me,"’ she said au- 
thoritatively, but in the softest, 
sweetest little voice he had ever 
heard. She thrust a large pack- 
age of photographs into his hands 
and left as suddenly as she had 
come. 

Completely mesmerized, the 
traveler carried the photographs 
across the ocean on his knees. 
After the packet was duly picked 
up at the New York airport— 
apparently his description had 
been cabled ahead — he could 
hardly wait to telephone around 
and find out who the imperious 
vision was. 

Nobody in fashion had any 
trouble identifying her as Wil- 
hela (nicknamed Willa) Cush- 
man, the fabulous fashion editor 
of the Ladies Home Journal, 
whose lovely pastel coloring con- 
ceals a stainless steel will.

Contract Bridge 


THERE ARE aie surprising 
number of hands in which the 
outcome of the contract is de- 
cided on the first trick. This 
is the time when declarer lays 
his plans for the play of the 
hand as a whole, and when he 
may be able to implement that 
plan by his choice of plays on 
the opening trick. 

Here is an illustration of the 
process at work. West leads a 
spade and South has to decide 
whether to play the queen or a 
low spade from dummy. Before 
he can properly make a deci- 
sion, he must assess his pros- 
pects. 

He sees five immediate win- 
ners—four clubs and a spade— 
and a possibility of establishing 
additional tricks in hearts and 
diamonds. 

There seem to be enough high 
cards to build up nine tricks, 
but there is a danger that West 
will establish his spades and 
cash them before South can 
score nine tricks.

Expendable Furniture 


NEW YORK, Oct. 5 (AP). 


GETTING TO LIKE plastic 
chairs that look tubular, tortured 
or like diseased mushrooms? 


Then stick around. The next 
decade or two are for you. 

John Van Koert, one of the 
country’s leading designers, pre- 
dicts new shapes, forms and 
functions in furniture in the next 
10 to 15 years, dictated by kinds 
of material available. 

Fine woods are disappearing, 
he points out, and in a few years 
furniture will be made of plas- 
tics or metal, with wood used 
only for decorative purposes. 

And: the setting for this new 
look in appointments? 


“The whole domestic architec- 
ture will be different,” says Van 
Koert, ‘“‘Rooms will not be bed- 
rooms, dining rooms and so 
forth, as we know them. People 
will live all over a house, which 
will be subdivided according to 
needs. There will be no dead 
areas. Everything will be more 
convertible. More folding furni- 
ture will be used, and sliding 
screens. Beds will fold away. 
Most things can be put away 
right after you’ve finished using 
them.”’ 

Van Koert expects the new fur- 


niture to be less expensive, too. 
“We're going to have an eco- 
nomic breakthrough in furniture 
when the industry gets really 
industraliized. As in terms of 
the metals industry, for exam- 
ple, the furniture industry isn’t 
industrialized. It still has hand 
work. I like hand work, but it’s 
expensive and in this case it’s 
not expression of individual artis- 
try but merely that there’s no 
machine to do the work.” 


Industrialization will make fur- 
niture more expendable, and 
that’s a subject dear to Van 
Koert’s heart. 


“I truthfully believe it is per- 
fectly absurd to hold onto medi- 
ocre average furniture when you 
move. Why drag an inexpensive 
little sofa across the country, 
even if the company is paying 
for the move? It’s practically 
immoral. 


“So grandma did like to sit on 
it. Unless it has unusual merit, 
there’s no reason to keep it.” 

Oh, he’s all for heirlooms, Van 
Koert explains quickly. And 
works of art and fine handcraft 
should have a permanent place. 

**But I won’t attach value to an 
awkward piece of furniture.”

Days in Australia 


SYDNEY, Australia, Oct. 5. 


AUSTRALIA, as any school child knows, is the home of the 
kangaroo, the cuddly koala bear, the sly grog shop and the 
two-up school. 

Nothing delights the Australian more than betting. 

For this reason, Aus- 
tralians pour pounds into 
the race tracks which offer 
more exciting ways to lose 
money than the field on a 
Las Vegas crap table. 

The tracks offer totalizer 
betting—odds are changed 
according to the favored 
betting. They also offer a 
wonderfully colorful set of 
independent bookmakers. 

The bookmakers’ odds 
change, too. But, if you bet 
before the odds shorten, 
you win at the price orig- 


N 
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“Naturally,” said the Australian journalist, ““many 
people cannot get to the tracks. For these we have the 
S. P. (for starting price) shops. 


“In the United States you would call them bookies.” 


The S. P. shops are against the law. Like the U. S., 
the police harry them constantly. And, like the U. S., 
they spring up again, hopeful and eternal. 


“But no doubt the most popular game is two-up.” This 
remarkably simple gambling game is carried on in ‘two-up 
schools’’—also raided by police. 


“You throw two coins in the air,’’ the journalist explained. 


“If they come down heads you win. A heads and tails is 
no game. Both tails, you lose. 


“You place your bet and you are ‘set’—you would call it 
covered—by other players. The setting is done by the ‘boxer’— 
a dealer you'd say.” 


The first win of the two coins must stand. That is, you let 
the bet lie. You cannot pull down the winnings until after the 
second win. 


Since few players put up enough money to cover all bets, 
you are ‘set’ by as many players as you can handle. The 
others bet between themselves. That you do or you don’t. 


The odds are quite even. And the house makes its money 
by. taking a small percentage. 


Australian early-closing liquor laws produce ‘“‘the sly grog 
shop.” An after-hours speakeasy that brings nostalgic tears to 
the eyes of aging Americans. 

The sly grog shop operates in traditional speakeasy fash- 
ion: The cautious knock on the door. The peek through the 
judas. ‘Alfred sent me.” ‘Right you are.” 


(It is my opinion that Australians make these laws for the 
very joy of confounding them.) 


The laws vary from state to state. Sydney at this time 
opens at 10 in the morning. Closes from 6:30 to 7:30. Opens 
again until 10. 


Melbourne closes down at 6, 


Bonafide travelers may get a drink by driving 30 
miles—a conception that has put up a string of roaring 
roadhouses, all exactly 30 miles from Sydney. Hotel 
guests can get drinks at all hours. This is from the 
antique British law that travelers are entitled to 
“drink for himself and oats for his horse.” (The oat 
business is not booming. But the other—oh, my.) 


The beloved beer is the national drink. It is a heavy, 
powerful concoction. At the 6:30 closing, strong men stagger 
into the street and prop themselves against the nearest wall to 
wait the 7:30 fe-opening. 

The laws here five years ago ordered a complete closing 
at 6. 

This set the Australian serious drinker quite a task—to 
get a powerhouse of beer aboard between 5 when he got off 
work and 6 closing. 

This delightful hour was known as ‘‘the 5 o'clock swill.” 
It was wonderful to see. The beer pouring from the spouts. 
The barside customers passing it to those in back with one 
hand while pouring their own into themselves in a constant 
golden stream. 

Alas, those days are gone. And the beer flows until 10 
p.m. And so far into the night at the sly grog shop.

Helping the Disturbed Child Get Well

“It’s the third time today that 
Barbara has run crying to her 
housemother,” Berman said. 
“She has just been admitted to 
Edgewood this week. Of course, 
she isn’t crying simply because 
she was ‘called out.’ She is a 
miserably unhappy little girl and 
has some serious problems. We 
will try to help her get well and 
to grow.” 

Snapshots of 24 smiling boys 
and girls fill a large picture 
frame on one wall of Berman’s 
office. The children look care- 
free and innocent. The fact is 
that one of them used to set 
fires, one was a shoplifter, a 
third was a chronic truant and 
another a persistent runaway. 

Berman, who took the pic- 
tures, is quick to point out that 
most of the children have never 
gotten into trouble that’s notice- 
able to everyone else. 

“Their main trouble with the 
world is all bottled up inside 
them,” he said. ‘‘They are all 
kids who have a hard time 
figuring out who or what they 
are. They had difficulties at 
home, in school, with their play- 
mates, with society in general. 
Most of them have left Edge- 
wood and have fitted into the 
community, but they are typical 
of the children who are in resi- 
dence here now.’ 

Pasted in the picture frame 
beside the snapshots of the 
youngsters are several pictures 
of adults. These are the men and 
women who strive to bring the 
children out of their worlds of 
fear and confusion—the staff: at 
Edgewood. It includes three so- 
cial caseworkers, a psychiatric 
consultant, a psychologist, a stu- 
dent group worker, a teacher and 
seven houseparents. 

Berman is the link between 
the children and the staff. He is 
young-looking and vigorous 
but speaks softly and has a 
quiet way that belies his bouy- 
ant energy. His years of ex- 
perience with disturbed chil- 
dren and the role he played in 
the development of Edgewood 
Children’s Center have made 
him nationally known in the 
field of child welfare. 

Everyone wants to see him 
about everything. The telephone 
rings, and it is the leader of a 
conference of social workers in 
Chicago asking him to address 
their group. (Berman has con- 
ducted workshops in 15 different 
states.) A cable arrives from Ha- 
waii, inquiring if the director of 
casework of a treatment center 
there may visit Edgewood and 
observe the program. 

But however bogged down he 
gets in administrative duties, 
Berman keeps in touch with the 
children. His walk to the dining 
room may take half an hour, 
though it is only a few yards 
from his office. The interruptions 
may include a fat little girl beg- 
ging for her latest painting 
(which is exactly like the prev- 
ious four), a new child’s com- 
plaint that someone took his 
paint set (which he never owned 

in the first place), or two angry 
little boys fighting over a bicycle 
(which Berman calmly wheels 
away from both of them). 

“Our program is designed for 
children who cannot be treated 
in their own homes,” Berman 
continued. “It is for children who 
need some restriction and con- 
trol, yet also require a somewhat 
permissive atmosphere. They are 
accepted for what they are, with- 
out too much emphasis on what 


they are not. While the staff is 
quite aware of a child’s personal- 
ity problems, they continually 
try to make him aware of his 
good points.” 

All children who come to Edge- 
woou are those who would not 
be helped by living in another 
institution or. foster home. They 
are, boys and girls, 5 to 12 years 
of age, who are generally re- 
ferred through social agencies, 
schools, courts, physicians, clin- 
ics or by their parents. A child 
must have at least average in- 
telligence and have no severe 
physical handicap. 

Success of treatment is great- 
ly enhanced by the early refer- 
ral of a disturbed child, Berman 
pointed out. ‘‘Recently, we have 
been encouraged by the increas- 
ing number of parents who have 
referred their child for treatment 
themselves. This is a healthy 
trend, It usually means that the 
child has a much better chance 
of getting well because his dis- 
turbance has been noticed at 
an early age. 

“A father called me on the 
phone a few days ago to talk 
about his boy, who has an emo- 
tional problem. I know it, and 
the father knows it. But he keeps 
putting off any treatment. for 
the child. 

“I asked the father if he 
would postpone having a cavity 
filled in-one of the boy’s teeth. 
He said of course he wouldn’t. 
I replied that an emotional dis- 
order shouldn’t be neglected 
either, for the same reason. 

“If you let it go, it will get 
worse. It is as if a chunk has 
been taken out of the child’s 
personality, This handicaps the 
child in communicating with oth- 
ers. So in order to help a young- 
ster, we must find a way to 
communicate, or get through to 
him,’’ Berman said. 

The staff at Edgewood works 
as a team to find the best way 
to “‘get through’ to a child. A 
private session at least twice a 
week with a caseworker gives 
him a chance to talk about his 
fears and confusion. It is usually 
in these talks that the child be- 
gins to get some insight into 
his problems and why he be- 
haves as he does. A psychiatric 
consultant meets with the staff 
each week to discuss the chil- 
dren’s progress, or lack of it, 
and the psychological consultant 
provides testing and retesting for 
all of the children. 

Perhaps the most underesti- 
mated member of the team in a 
residential center is the house- 
parent. 

“Imagine what it would be like 
to live with hostile and de- 
pressed children and still re- 
main cheerful, loving and sensi- 
ble yourself,”” said Berman. 

“It takes considerable maturity 
and understanding to be a good 
houseparent. Yet they receive 
very low pay for their job, and 
get little personal reward, Just 
when they begin to see the head- 
way they’ve made with a child 
and he begins to be a joy to 
have around, he leaves Edge- 
wood and another ‘lost’ young- 
ster takes his place. 

“The children in turn may 
become very attached to their 
houseparent. And it’s not easy 
for a troubled child to calmly 
accept the news that his 
‘housemother’ or ‘housefather’ 
may be leaving Edgewood. 
This happens more frequently 
than we might prefer; but you 
can’t blame a _ competent

young man or woman for ac- 
cepting another job with much 
higher pay—however devoted 
he or she may be.” 

On one occasion a young 
housemother, of whom the chil- 
dren were very fond, announced 


that she was leaving to get 
married. ‘The kids got a little 
huffy. Some of them interpreted 


her announcement as a sort of 
rejection,’’ Berman said. 

“This fine young person sim- 
ply responded to the youngsters’ 
immaturity as she always had— 
with understanding. She de- 
cided to share her wedding prep- 
arations with them. She gave 
the children a preview of her 
wedding gown, and sent each 
child a personal invitation to at- 
tend. She asked one _ house- 
mother to sing, and two of the 
housefathers to usher. 

“The girl’s wedding became a 
major event in the youngsters’ 
lives. On the big day when she 
walked up the aisle in church, it 
was very moving to see the 
faces of those kids, beaming 
proudly, although her departure 
was bound to be painful 
them.” 

All the staff ‘at Edgewood, 
from the secretary to the cook, 
have a share in helping the chil- 
dren overcome their handicaps. 
“T have found our cooks to be 
especially good in reaching the | 
children,” Berman mused. “I | 
remember one boy in particular | 
who would occasionally go into

a rage and exhibit the most in- 
fantile behavior imaginable. 
When he reached the stage 
where the rest of us could do 
nothing to help him, I would 
take him to the kitchen and 
leave him for awhile with the 


cook. She would hold out her 
arms to him and act as if she 
had been waiting all day for him 
to pay her a visit. In a little 
while, I would return to the 
kitchen and find him perched 
on a stool, contentedly licking 
a spoon. He was no longer mad 
at the world.”’ 

A child stays at Edgewood an 
average of three years, depend- 
ing on his rate of progress. 
Time is used as a purposeful 
tool in his treatment. It serves 
as a point of stability, for the 
child knows that he will be at 
Edgewood for, what is to him, a 
long time, Many of the children 
have been uprooted more in 
their young lives by changes in 
residence, town and school than 
most adults have in a lifetime, 
Berman asserted. 

A native New Yorker, Berman 
himself experienced a _ very 
stable childhood. ‘‘My parents 
taught us that it was a basic 
thing in life to help others. They 
also believed that we should seek 
all the education it’s possible to 
get,’’ Berman stated. 

He studied at City College of 
New York and Columbia Univer- 
sity, where he attended the 
School of Social Work nights and 
held a job during the day. ‘‘My 
field work in neighborhoods filled 
with under privileged kids were 
eve-openers,”” Berman recalled. 
“It was then that I became ex-

tremely interested in the appll- 
cation of the new concepts being 
taught in psychology and soci 
ology.’ 

He later took his master’s de- 
gree in social work at Washing- 
ton University His first jobs 


included that of a houseparent, 
then caseworker and director. of 


the Forest Park Children’s Cen- 
ter The latter merged with 
Edgewood in 1956 in order to 
provide needed residential treat- 
ment in addition to diagnostic 
services 

The terms ‘‘residential center” 


are taken seriously at Edgewood, 
which has been made attra¢tive 
on purpose, Berman pointed out.

When the child gets well, but the 
home environment has not im- 
proved, it is usually unwise to 
send him back to the very situa- 
tion which created his problems.

Causes of ‘Strokes’? 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: So many of us have “‘strokes” re- 
sulting from cerebral thrombosis that I ask your comments as 
to the circumstances contributing to the first occurrence and 
repeated attacks. R. R.

The basic causes of stroke are a plugging of an 
artery in the brain (cerebral thrombosis) or a hemor- 
rhage of one of the many blood vessels in the brain 
due to rupture of the vessel. 

A thrombosis is usually due to the narrowing of the 
arteries—hardening of the arteries. A person may have one 
major attack, and then no more. Or, at the other extreme, 
@ person may have many so-called “‘little strokes,”’ so slight 
that there may be no indication that one has occurred at all. 
A “‘little stroke” is one in which some smaller blood vessel 
may become plugged without affecting important areas of the 
brain. 

' The basis is.the narrowing of the inside diameter of the 
blood vessels, which may lead to a thrombus, or clot, being 
caught in the narrowed portion. 

It is true that severe infections, on the order of 
typhoid, pneumonia or malaria, may help incite 
strokes, Intoxication from alcohol, carbon monoxide 
or other poisons can also be a factor, yet with all of 
them, the underlying factor of impaired arteries must 
be present, too. 

As to the choleric fits of anger which some people 
display, to the alarm of those around who say, “‘I 
was afraid he was going to have a stroke,” I’m not so 
sure. There isn’t much obvious reason why they should 
cause a cerebral thrombosis—that is, a clogging of 
an artery. 

But there might be good reason to associate this with 
the other sort of stroke, the breaking down and hence bleeding 
from some weakened point in the artery. 

Until we learn more about the arteries, there isn’t any 
way to prevent some hardening of them as we grow older. 
But we can protect ourselves by maintaining good general 
health and avoiding or immediately treating such infections 
and poisons as I've mentioned.

“MRS. FRED A. POWLEDGE 
of Greenville, Ill., is positively 
horrified. She said so in a letter 
I received this morning. “Boil- 
ing water in Hollandaise sauce!”

She suggested I try her way 
which is so easy, she insisted, 
you don’t even have to use a 
double boiler, once you get the 
hang of it. The trick, she says, 
is to keep the flame as low as 
possible and stir like mad. She 
says she’s been making it since 
she was 15, and only had one 
failure. She doesn’t explain that 
one. Probably forgot to stir 

Anyway, after I had pulled 
myself together and gotten over 
being ashamed, I copied the 
recipe: Here is it: 

It calls for a stick of butter, 
two egg yolks, two tablespoons 
ot lemon juice, or the juice of 
half a medium lemon.

STRANGE BIRDS were ob- 
served by Jacques Cartier dur- 
ing the voyage he made 427 
years ago. After leaving the 
coast of Newfoundland, he sailed 
northward about 8@ miles and 
landed on a small island. He 
gave the island a French name 
meaning “Isle of Birds.” 

It was now mid-spring, but 
there were large cakes of float- 
ing ice around the island. De- 
spite the ice, two long rowboats 
took men ashore safely. Birds 
were walking around seeming 
to be on every square yard of 
land gives us this ac- 
count 

“Some of the birds are as 
large as geese, being black and 
white, with beaks like those of 
crows. These birds are not able 
to fly. Their wings are very 
small. While swimming in the 
water, they move as fast as 
(some) birds fly.” 

That seems to be the first rec- 
ord of the curious birds known 
as “great auks.” These birds 
were seen and described by 
various other persons after the 
time of Cartier. | 

Many of the great auks were 
shot for food. This type of bird 
became extinct 117 years ago. 
Great auks of the northern wa- 
ters were something like pen-

guins of Antarctica, but differed 
in a few ways. 

Great auks were about the 
size of geese. They have smaller 
relatives living today—little 
auks, razor-billed auks, etc.—¥ut 
the relatives are able to fly. 


Cartier also described birds of 
a different type on the island. 
These had white feathers, and 
were about as large as the great 
auks. Cartier said, “They are 
very ugly to attack, and bite like 
dogs.”” 

The white birds were gannets. 
There are many gannets to this 
day in the area visited by the 
Frenchmen.
